Citlzens Driven From Thelr

Corixto, Nicaragua, Sept. 3.—Amoeg
the presengers who left hgre August 23
on the Pacific Mail Steamship Com-
pany's steamer Colima, were six of the
most prominent men in the republic of
Nicaragua, who were sent to Costa Rica
ans exiles by order of President Sarcasa.
The party included threz members of
the Nicaraguan gennte—General Falvala,
fermerly president of the republic; J. D.
Rodrigoez, and 5. Chamarro. The
others are A. H. Rivag, E. Gnzmau and
Pedro Oritz. They were made prisoners
during the recent riot in the city of
Grenada. As Sarcasa wished to be rid
of his most prominent opponents, he
determined to send them out of the
country, and thongh he succeeded in do-
ing o his action led to open revolt,
which resulted in bloodshed. The mob
which gathered returned the fire of the
troops guarding the party of exiles, kill-
ing seven people, among them being the
governor of the district, four soldiers
and two bystanders. More trocps were
brought to the scene and the mob was
dispersed without any further loss of
life. Tne prisoners were taken to Punta
Aremas. ¥I1ere is u very uneasy feeling
in Nicaragua at the present time, owing |
not only to diseensions within the coun- |
iy, but also to the possibility of trouble [
with Honduras.
